Capiain Freeman adds, that his veffel and 
cargo were condemned and fold, with fcarcely the cere- 
mony of a trial---veffel repurchafed for 1000 doliars---fome 
days after being fent on fhore, he returned to his velicl for 
the purpofe of fhifting his cloathing; which was not only 
refufed him but attended with threats en his life; and 
Capt, F. found it neceiJary to leap into his boat to prevent 
the execution of their defigns; two of his crew foon after 
went on board for a fimilar purpofe, but were beth of them 
mangled in a moft hocking manner ; one of them mortal- 
ly. In fhort, the unprecedented, iMegal, and barbarous 
condu&, fhewn towards Captain Freeman and his men, 
(and which would fill a page to particutamze) is but ano- 
ther inflance of that plundering and piratical fyftem, which, 
unprovokedly, has too long been practifed on the defence- 
lefs commerce of this country.
